A  relatively  new  technology,  Google  TV  was 
an  internet-connected  TV  platform  that 
allowed  users  to  stream  videos,  movies 
and  music  and  access  other  information 
downloadable  from  the  internet  on  larger 
screens.  Introduced  at  a  May  2010  web 
developers'  conference,  Google  TV  was 
directly  incorporated  into  some  newer  high- 
definition  televisions  and  Blu-ray  players. 
In  addition,  some  users  acquired  a  set-top 
box  containing  the  Android-based  system 
and  necessary  accessories  in  order  to  have 
split-screen  access  to  surf  the  web  on  the 
TV  while  still  watching  other  programming.
